Memorial Church, in which the 
annual meeting was held, was 
one of the best it not the best 
we have ever had. The ability 
to gather such large audiences of 
Christians in one church and the 
spiritual uplift which they re- 
eeived thru several successive 
days, will be a blessing and help 
to many souls that will abide 
with them and strengthen them 
to meét the opposing influences 


that ever surround them at home. 


We were all very much de- 
lighted to welcome the three 


new recruits to fill important 


places in the mission. Rev. 
Charles L. Storrs, Jr. for Shaowun, 
our most interior station, Mr. G. 
M. Newell for the Science De- 
partment of the Foochow College, 
and Miss A. U. Hall for the 
Girls’ College. We feel much 
strengthened and encouraged by 
this addition to our forces and 
trust- they will be spared for 
many years of service. 


We have had two other small 


but hopeful additions to our mis- 


sion. Frederick Otis arrived 


Nov. 18th to cheer the heart of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hodous; and baby 
Ruth arrived Nov. 21st to add 
a young bliss to the Shaowu 
station and bring new joy to her 
parents.

On furlough. Dr. and Mrs. 
Kinnear and five children left 
Dec. 15th for their furlough 
home. This leaves the Ponasany 
wedical work without any phy- 
sician until their return. In the 
mean time it is hoped that funds 
for the new hospital will come 
sufficient for him to begin at 
once to rebuild on his arrival. 


PONASANG HOSPITAL. 
Ponasang Hospital, which is 
one of the pioneer medical mis- 
sions in China, passed a mile- 
post last May when it moved 
from the old building that was 
looted and ‘wrecked when the 
physician’s house was burned 
three years ago. The work is 
now being done in a Chinese 
house which stands upon the site 
which lias been bought for the 
new dispensary. Being located 
upon the main street which 
reaches from the south gate of 
Foochow City proper to the great 
stone bridge and the fdreign 
settlement, it gives inuch greater 
publicity and success to the re- 


ligious services than was possible 


in the old place. However, while 
the new location seems all that 
can be desired, the present build- 
ing is about as completely un- 
desirable. It is over a century 
old, with damp, decaying and 
broken floors, and’ bad drainage. 
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The two r6oms which can be used 
for wards are about forty feet by 
twelve, have no windows in the 
the sides, are lighted by panes of 
glass let into the roof and by the 
— doors at the ends of the rooms. 

They are filled with beds as 
closely as they can be placed. 
The place used for dispensary is 
only a small low room and the 
tile roof which is a little above 
our heads seems to know how to 
condense all the heat rays of the 
sun upon the place where we sit. 
The operating room, where the 
surgical cases are also dressed, is 
the rear, public court of the 
house, which is used by- several 
families which live in the rear. 
as their road to the street, and 
from which it is impossible to 
exclude the curions crowd of 
-loungers which is always on 
hand when operating is being 
done. 

We have already secured much 
of the land needed for the hos- 
pital building proper as well as 
this for the dispensary, but there 
is only the nucleus of the fund 
that is needed for buiidiug. The 
work, however, is too well es- 
tablished and too important to 
the mission to be long without a 
proper home and ow? ieaus 
us to believe that there are those 
among the Lord’s stewards who 
will be glad to give this work a 
model plant. 


Rev. W. L. Beard who _ has 
been home on furlough returns 
under the auspices of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 

We are very sorry to lose him 


‘from our mission, tho while he 


will not be connected with the 
mission, the nature of his work 
will be such that it will be a 
benefit to our work as well as to 
that of the other missions here. 
He will have a wide field of op- 
portunity open to him here and 
he is just the man to undertake 
this bianech of Christian work. 
Miss E. S. Hartwell who has 
also been home on furlough has 
returned in good spirits for an- 
other term of service. A change 
and. rest to the home land after 
years of steady grind in the field 
is a good thing for all mission- 
aries to heathen lands, as it helps 
them to get away froin and rise 
above the narrow horizon and 
petty things that constantly sur- 
round and hinder one’s growth, 


-~and also to catch up with the 
home chureh progress and other - 


lines of advance. 


CONCERNING THE REPORT 
OF THE YEAR’S WoRK. 


Our readers would naturally 
expect the report of our work 
for 1904 in this issue, but as we 
follow the Chinese reckoning in 


-making up our full reports it 


carries the time over to the end 
of January. So that the April 
issue will contain our Annual 
Survey. 


OurR OLDEST CHURCHES 
RECEIVED MAny ADDITIONS. 


At the December Communion 
service, 67 were received on con- 
fession of faith in our three old- 
est churches, as follows:—at Geu 
Cio Dong (The Dudley Memorial) 
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church 38, at the Peace Street 
Foochow City church 21, and at 
the Diongloh City church 8. 
Among this number were seven 
missionary children foreign lambs 
gathered into the native fold. In 
the mission field there is usually 
no other way to enable missionary 
children to join the church, as 
there is seldom any foreign church 
organization. But it enables the 
children to join the church much 
earlier, when they desire to and 
they can readily transfer their 
membership to a home church, 
when they go home, and in the 
mean time it is an encourage- 
ment and a delight to the native 
ehurch to have them join their 
church. 


WoOMEN’S STATION CLASSES. 


One of the most hopeful branch- 
es of mission work is the day 
classes for women held at many 
of the out-stations. Our home 
readers should realize that it 
is very seldom Chinese women 
can read unless it be those who 
have had the advantages of our 
mission schools and those of 
course are comparatively few. 

It will be readily appreciated 
that an ignorant church makes 
very slow if any growth, aud is 
but little value in the communi- 
ty. This problem has confronted 
us for inany years as to how we 
can have a fairly well educated 
ehurch. Our progress in solving 


_ this problem has been very slow. 


But a few years ago we hit upon 
the metliod of Romaihization, 
which eonsists in using Roman 
or English letters to spell out 


the name of the Chinese charac- 


ter, and of adding the tonal mark. 
Tien when they learn to read 
this Romanizing and give the 
correct tone it serves nearly the 
some purpose as learning their 
own Chinese characters. And as 
this latter takes several years 
and nine tenths of the women 
never have the opportunity, the 
Romanizing can be learned by 
ordinary women in from two or 
three years of two terms of three 
months each so they can read the - 
Bible, Hymnal, 8. S. Lessons and 
various Christian books. And 
this method soon puts the means 
into their hands of both mental 
and spiritual growth. 

An ordinary station class aver- 
ages from eight to twelve women 


tho it is better not to have more 


than six or eight in one class. — 
They come together at the chapel 

or other convenient place just 
after dinner and the Bible woman 
for half a day teaches them re- 
gular lessons the same as would 
be taught ina school at 
home. The classNs either open- 
ed or closed by reading a portion 
of scripture and offering prayer. 
This is usually done by the teach- 
er except when there happens to 


be an intelligent woman who af- 


ter a few weeks training can be- 
gin to take her turn in such an 
exercise. . The accompanying pic- 
ture is a good illustration of one 
of our station classes. It gives 
a very correct representation 
both as to size of class and ages 
and intelligence of women. And 
the few young girls in the group 
are characteristic also, as often 
there are a few girls connected 
with the classes learning Roman- 
ization and some of them the 
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Chinese character also, prepara- 
tory to entering our girls’ board- 
ing schools. It would be a great 
help to this work if the ladies of 
the home churches would inter- 
est themselves more in it, and 
think and talk about it. We in 
the field feel quite strongly that 
until we can get the mothers and 
children into the churches we 
ean get no permanent hold of 
the people. 


THE DEDICATION OF DUDLEY 
MEMORIAL CHURCH. 


The high tide of the year was 
reached at our annual meeting. 
The annual ineeting was preced- 
ed by the dedication of th 


spacious Dudley Memorial, the 


gift to Foochow of the New York 
Branch of the Woman’s Board. 
It was named in honor of Mrs. 
Dudley, the late treasurer of the 
N. Y. Branch. 

We leave the narrow, crowded, 
noisy Chinese street and enter a 
large enclosure and towering in.- 
mediately above us is the new 
church. It isa brick structure 
in the Roman style. As we face 
it the massive tower rises on our 
left. The bell which announces 


Sunday to the Chinese tolled the 


people into church in New Eng- 
land for many years. It was 
given to Mrs. Osgood, when she 
came to China, by the Second 
Church of Greenwich, Conn. 

A broad flight of stone steps 


lead to the chureck.:- We enter 


the broad arched door. We pass 
througa the lebby with its en- 
trances to the galleries and bell- 


-tower and enter the audience 


room. We mount the platform 


in the front part to get a good 
view of the building. On each 
side and in the rear are galleries. 
In the front on each side of the 
platform are wings which are 
fitted with folding doors that 
may be opened and the space 
turned into the main audience 
room. The building is lighted 
by two rows of arched windows 
one row below and one above. It 
will seat fifteen hundred people. 
At the dedication service there 
were present about twelve hun- 


dred. 


A service is significant usually 
for two'reasons. First for what 
is sail and done, and second for 
what is not said but what is pre- 
supposed. Our dedication ser- 
vice was significant for both these 
reasons. Behind the speeches 
and songs and prayers of that 
day were all the prayers and 
strivings and defeats and longings 
and aspirations, the self-denial, 
the heroism of missionaries and 
Chinese Christians and pastors 
and preachers which made such 
a gathering in Foochow possible. 
If those silent voices could speak 
what stories they could tell, how 
they would grip us and inspire 
us! On this joyful occasion the 
greetings of our Methodist breth- 
ren were brought by Dr. Worley. 
He told us that the Methodist 
brethren were rejoicing with us. 
We are all fighting in the same 


battle and when one army at- 


tains success the others are hap- 
py in its success and share in it. 

Archdeacon - Wolfe was unable 
to be present to bring’ the: greet- 
ings of the Church Missionary 
Society. Hesent a letter which 
was translated by Mr. Hartwell. 
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The main address of the day 
was given by Mr. Hartwell. Mr. 


Hartwell came to Foochow be- 


fore there were any church mem- 
bers. ) 


. | A PART OF THE 
DEDICATORY ADDRESS. 
By, Rev. C. HARTWELL. 


TEXT—God is a Spirit and 
they that worship Him must 
worship Him in spirit and in 
truth. John 4: 24. 

We have now be ie a temple 
for the worship of God. It is 
the fifth building that has been 
built within this enclosure. Over 
fifty years ago premises were 
rented on the front right hand 
eorner of this lot, and a small 
room put up for a chapel. Soon 


that became too small and land 


was bought and in 1857 a small 
ehurch was built. In the seven- 
ties this was burned in a fire 
that swept over the neighbor- 
hood. It was rebuilt and after 
a number of years again burned 
down. It was again ‘rebuilt, the 
brick wall serving for the third 
time. But this church was quite 
too small for our annual gather- 
ings so that for two years we 
secured temples in the neighbor- 
hood for our use. This was done 
after trying to use temporary 
tents which proved unsatisfac- 
tory. Now land has been bought 
enlarging the former premises 
quite three fold and the small 
ehurch taken down and this spa- 
eious church has been built. We 
now hope that with enlarged 
ground and protecting walls this 
structure may stand and be of 
use for a very long time. 


But whence came the funds 
for this fine building which we 
dedicate to the service of God 
today? For the first step to 
raise them we are indebted to | 
the kindly enthusiasm and deter- — 
inination of Mrs. S. L. Baldwin, 
formerly of our Methodist Mis- 
sion here in Foochow. Coming 
to visit her former home, and. 
ineeting with us in a heathen 
temple, she determined to inter- . 
est_the ladies in our Congrega- 
tional churches in Brooklyn and 
have them raise funds for us to 
enlarge our ground and build a 
large building, so that we need 
not secure a heathen temple for 
our annual gatherings. This she 
undertook on her return to A- 
merica and repeatedly urged the 
project in our churches and in 
the New York Branch meetings 
of the Woman’s Boards of Mis- 
sions, until the funds were raised. 
At one time she gave up an ap- 
pointment to a missionary meet- 
ing in her own denomination, 
that she might help us by pre- 
senting our needs. I trust we 
shall cherish the memory of this 
noble example of Christian comi- 
ty which has resulted so bencfi- 
cially for us. 

Again I trust we shall sili 
proper acknowledgement to the 
ladies who prov ided us with the 
funds. As the funds were given 
by ladies connected with the W. 
kB. M. itis very fitting that the 
building is located where the 
students in the Foochow Girls’ 
College and the pupils in the In- 
termediate Girls’ Boarding School, 
regularly attend for Sabbath wor- 
ship. We can say in part at 
Jeast, that this church has been 
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built especially by women as a 
_ place in which girls and women 
of Foochow suburbs may worship. 
This is a pleasant thought and 
one that may be instructive also. 
It illustrates what Christian wo- 
men in America are doing for 
the women in China and at the 
same time it teaches us what the 
women of China may do, and will 
do, hereafter, as their hearts are 
filled with love to Christ and to 
the souls of their sisters around 
them. 

We expect the Christian wo- 
men of China to help in the sup- 
port of the worship of God as 
well as the Christian men. The 
heathen women have been ready 
to support idolatry and those 
who know the love of Christ 
should also be earnest in the 

worship of Jehovah, the true God 
and Savior. 

In this church we give women 
a place as honorable as the men, 
not inferior to the place for the 
men, as it was in the temple at 
the time of Christ, and with 
honor comes responsibility. But 
this church is built as a temple 
to the Living God. ‘It is not 
like the heathen temples around 
it. Their gods have no life and 
men do as they please in the 
building without regard to any 
honor due their objects of wor- 
ship. We trust that this build- 
ing will never be dishonored by 
being used for any but proper 
purposes. This is to be a dwell- 
ing place for Jehovah. Here He 
is to be worshiped. Here His 
Word is to be read and studied. 

: -— re His gospel is to be preach- 
with the Holy Spirit descend- 
ing on the speaker and the hear- 


ers. Here we trust many souls 


will be born anew, and multitudes 


will be consecrated to the service 
of God and be built up in saving 
faith in Christ. Here the Triune 
God is to mect and commune 


‘with His people and they’ with 


Him. Here He will-reveal Him- 
self as a God who answers pray- 
er. 

In dedicating this house to 
God we do not expect such an 
expression of God’s presence as 
we read was given when Moses 
erected the Tabernacle for use. 
Then a bright cloud filled the 
building and neither priest nor 
other worshiper could enter. 
The case was the same, as we 
read, when Solomon dedicated 
his temple. But may we not 
expect that God will manifest 
His Spiritual presence on this 
occasion and during our annual 
meeting, so that we shall have 
as certain proof that God ac- 
cepts of our offering of this 
church to Him, as the Isrelites 
of old had that their buildings 
were accepted? God will in very 
deed dwell with us as He did 
with Hs ancient people. He is 
with us today, to hear our praises 
and our prayers aud He ever 
will be with us as long as we 
prepare ourselves for His pre- 
sence and engage in His service. 
And may we ever remember that 
God is a Spirit and they that 
worship Him, must worship Him 
in spirit and in truth”. 


MEMORIAL 
CHURCH IN USE. 


The day after the dedication 
of our new ehurch camé the 
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crowds of workers from all over 
the field and the students in our 
schools. The girls of the Pona- 
sang College and Intermediate 
school made a fine appearance 
filling the seats immediately be- 
fore the pulpit. The women from 
Miss Woodhull’s school; the wo- 
men’s classes of Ponasang and 
City, and station Christian wo- 
men workers from Diongloh and 
Inghok filled the right side of 
the church and the East wing. 
The boys from Foochow College 


and Theological Seminary were 


in the gallery. Time after time 
when the ushers had filled al) 
the seats on the floor of the au- 
ditorium the people crowded up 
into the spacious galleries. 

It was a sight that was inspir- 
ing to see such a gathering and 


no one who witnessed it will soon 
forget that great audience that 


on Sunday morning taxed the 
capacity of the church assembled 
for the Communion service. We 
wished many times that all those 
who had helped to make possible 
this beautiful and spacious church 
could have stood with us and re- 


joiced that we had the Protest- 


ant Cathedral so centrally located 
in this great heathen suburb. 
That it will be in the coming 
days a marked centre for work 
and an inspiration to all our 
Christians we thoroughly believe. 
It is a great thing for the church 
and for our whole mission. We 
believe that the meetings so full 
of the Spirit of God on the days 
following the dedication are but 
a prophesy of the Presence that 
will possess the place henceforth 
and that ‘the numbers who on 
those days bowed before the altar 
seeking forgiveness are the first 
of a great army who in this 
house of God will find their 
Saviour and hear His voice. 

In the week following the de- 
dication of the new church, there 
was held in it not only our an- 
nual mission meeting but. the 
District Christian Endeavor Con- — 
vention and the meeting of the 
Native Missionary Society the 
lusty young offspring of the 
American Board, taking its share 
in the evangelization of China.
